The tor Ranch Real Wild West 
Show is coming to Lethbridge on 
Friday, June 28th, andit will give 
the people of this vicinity an op- 
portunity of seeing the grandest 
western exhibition ever conceived, 
From the standpoint of both mag- 
nitude and merit this western ag- 
gregation is in a class by itself, 
Three long trains of double length 
cars are required to convey it thro’ 
the country, and nearly 1,000 men, 
women and horses participate in 
the performances, In every city 
where this stupendous show has 
been seen this year, the press and 
its thousands of patrons have been 
unanimous in proclaiming it to be 
the most wonderful exhibition of 
modern times, The show comes 
direct from the great 101 Ranch at 
Bliss, Oklahoma, which is the larg- 
est ranch in the world, and from it 
the show derives its name. Miller 
Brothers, who are the owners of 
the ranch, are joint owners with 
Edward Arlington in the show. 
Unlike other so-called wild west 
shows, the 101 Ranch does not tol- 
erate anything that is not purely 
western, There is nothing from 
any other section of the universe 
around it, Itis of the West and 
purely western.

One ticket is all 
that is required to visit every de- 
partment of the big show, Com- 
fortable seats with back and foot 
rest are provided for 10,000 people,

At the meeting of the Bourd of 
Control last Thursday, on motion 
of Mr. E, A, Cunningham, second- 
ed by Mr. H, J. Goode, the fol- 
lowing resolution was unanimously 
adopted: - 

‘‘Whereas, The Cardston Agri- 
cultural Society, Board of Trade 
and Choral Society have, through 
the director of said choral society, 
offered the free services of the cho-’ 
rus of one hundred voices for con- 
cert work or special numbers dur- 
ing the Dry-Farming Congress, 
October 21 26 inclusive: 

“Be it resolved, That this execu- 
lize hereby —~ recy its thanks to 
Mr, S. 8S. Ner}ton, Director Of the 
Choral Society, and to the Cards- 
ton Agricultural Society and Board 
of Trade, for the liberal offer, and 
realizing that this will be a most 
interesting and profitable entertain- 
ment feature for the delegates of 
the Congress, and in accepting the 
same, we hereby express our ap- 
preciatioa of the kindly aud help- 
ful spirit of co-operation manifest- 
ed by the people of Cardston dis- 
trict ip this connection. 

‘*The secretary was authorized 
to forward this resolution to the 
newspapers of Southern Alberta 
and request those papers to pub- 
lish the same,’’

Order of the Garter. 

It is certainly to Edward IIT. that 
England owes the existence of the Or- 
der of the Garter with its motto, ‘Hont 
soit qui mal y pense,” commonly but 
rather freely translated as “Evil to 
him who evil thinks.” A more literal 
reading would be, “Shamed be he who 
thinks evil of it.’ Tho order was es- 
tablished on April 23, 1849. ‘This is in- 
dubitable, but it is uncertain why the 
garter was selected as its name and 
symbol and what is the special signific- 
ance of the motto. Polydore Vergil, 
whose bistory appeared in 1586, nearly 
200 years after the event, is the earliest 
authority for the familiar story that 
the Countess of Salisbury, one of the 
king's favorites, dropped her garter at 
a ball and tbat Edward picked it up 
and banded it back with the remark 
that is now proverbial. Unfortunately 
for this story, it is knowh that “Honi 
soit qui wal y pense” was a familiar 
proverb long before Edward's day.—

Best of All, Though Not the Swiftest. le 
the Polar Bear. 

The rhinoceros and bippopotamus are

A DEED OF DARING 


One of Mad Anthony Wayne’s 
Remarkable Achievements. 


STORMING OF STONY POINT. 


This Brilliant Feat of Arnis, In Which 
Success Was Won at the Point of the 
Bayonet, Was One of the Most Des- 
perate Incidents of Any War. 


One of the wost marvelous achieve 
ments credited to American bravery 
aud strategy was that of the capture 
of Stony Loint by Mad Anthony 
Warne, who was one of the most pie- 
thresque tigures of the American revo. 
lution, When he was superseded in 
command of the Pennsylvania line, 
even after his brilliant success at Mon. 
mouth on Jtime 28, 1778, a less ambith 
ons and patriotic man would have re 
slyned his commission, 

It seemed the irony of fate that the 
setback in bis career should follow so 
closely the official encomiums for his 
work at Monumonth, but that very sct- 
back guve Liu Stony Point—the grent- 


est opportunity of bis life-and he 
made good 
here were two Important factors, 


discipline and valor, that entered into 
fils remarkable achiovement, the cap- 
ture of a fortress on the Hudson beld 
by the British and considered almost 
lnpregnable, Stony Point was an is- 
land and the fortress was bulit on a 
rock which was precipitous and rough. 
It was guarded by three redoubts and 
protected by a dunble abatis of 
that extended across the peninsula 
The post was garrisoned by GOT men, 
whe fell so secure in their position that

‘they were wont to refer to the post as 


the “Little Gibraltar.” 

On July 14 General Wayne assem- 
bled all bis troops at Sandy Beach, 
and at that moment vone cf his sol- 
diers kuew the plans of their com- 
munder, The following day the 
Murch began over a wilderness trail 
and in perfect silence. Not a man 
was allowed to lenve the column un- 
der penvalty of death. By 8 o'clock 
that night they were within one and 
one balf miles of the British fortress. 
Then the men were told of the desper- 


ate work ahead of them and the bat- 
tle order read 
No man was allowed to load bis 


musket, and the battle was to be won 
or Jost with the bayonet alone. One 
portion of the order provided that any 


nin found retreating a single foot 
was to be put to death at once. 
Close to midnight the order to ad- 


vance was given, The fort was to be 
nttacked from all sides 
tion General Wayne Jost_no time. he 
British opened tire with both 
great and small Seventeen of the 
twenty men in one advance guard 
were shot down, but the companies in 
the rear eagerly pressed on. General 
Wayne himself, struck in the head 
with a musket ball, fell stunned. He 
recovered In a moment and, rising on

gins, 


one kuee, shouted: “Mareh on! March 
oon!” Then, turning to his aids he 


begged them to take him into the fort 
60 that if his wound was mortal he 
would die at the bead of his column. 

General Wayne's wound drove bis 
followers to a frenzy. ‘They dashed 
up the hill and battered down all op- 


position. Colonel Fleury, a French 
ofticer in the American service, at the 
head of his determined band forced 
his way up the redoubt and as the 


soldiers poured into the fort grasped 
the British flag and lowered it The 
victory was complete The British 
lost 53 killed and 543 taken prisoners, 
of whom 70 were wounded. ‘The 
Americans lost 15 killed and had 88 
wounded. It was one of the most 
daring and desperate incidents of any 
war. 

Irom every point of view the stor 


of Stony Toint was a remarkable feat 
of arms, but back of the success of 


tbat night was a story of preparedness 
the cause which has always been over- 
shadowed by the brilliancy of the re- 
sult. General Wayne had trained his 
men, stimulated their pride, enforced 
rigid discipline, bad them at the point 
of attack at the right moment and 
then with Inspiring valor led them 

The victory at Stony Point naturally 
froused a treinendous enthusiasm, and 
{t came at the right time. The coun- 
try was depressed if not guite discour- 
nged, and Stony Point was like a tonic, 
It gave the people more strength, more 
courage and at a time when they sud- 
ly needed it. Not only did General 
Wayne receive official recognition, but 
he was in receipt of hundreds of con- 
gratulatory letters expressing popular 
ond = professional opinion, — Cilcago 
News.

4d. the other chaplains 
and usher eightpence, the clerks six- 
pence and the scholars and choristers a 
penny each. 

The scholars still get this penny in 
the threepenny pieces distributed to 
them on Feb. 27, the other twopence 
being from the gift of Provost Bost, 
Lupton’s successor as provost. ‘There

terest to every mother tn the land who 
bus the welfure of ter children at 
heart: 


“Gentle little mother, working faith. 
fully in your own bome to make your 
own children’s lives true and pure, 
strong and vigorous, gathering them 
euch night by your own fireside, listen- 
ing to the eveuing prayers and tucking 
them snugly in their beds, do you know 
of the great world outside, of which 
your children ure wu part, in which, as 
soon as school days come, they must 


live? Yes, you knuw only too well of 
its temptations, and for your dear chil- 
dren's sakes you wish you could make 
it better. You ure only one mother, 
| with perbaps little outside influence. 
; You think your own thoughts, but they 
do. not go fur towurd solving the prob- 
lems that face the children when be- 


yond home influence. Get six mothers 
to organize a mothers’ circle, and your 
influence is Increased. Get twelve, and 
it is again doubled. Get the fathers on 
an advisory council and keep them in- 
formed of what you are studying and 
trying to do, and the influence is again 
more than doubled. Get your mothers’ 
circles as an auxiliary of the school, 
and its opportunity and power for good 
are multiplied many times. 

“Have every mother in the county a 
member of the mothers’ citcle in her 
community and bold an annual county 
conference of mothers to consider the 
welfare of the child In home, school 

} and community, and the things that 
menace the children will bave to go. 

“Bring all the mothers of a state 
into annual conference for the welfare 
of the child, and your own children’s 
opportunities and privileges will be far 
beyond what they are when mothers 
sit, euch oue in ber own home, think- 
ing aud wishing things might be im- 
proved, but without the strengtb which

“Mothers organized are a power 
which no man wishes to resist. They 
cap ask what they will for the chil- 
dren, and legislators and educators 
will listen with respect. 

“Gentle little mother, in your busy
